TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MmBERS  OF  THE 
DARLASTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

The  health  of  the  general  population  of  Darlaston  was  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

The  estimated  mld-yoar  population  established  a small  rise  on  the  previous  year 
of  30  to  21,920  persons.  There  were  332  births,  and  deaths  numbered  233,  both  of 
which  show  a small  but  very  significant  Increase.  There  were  9 deaths  of  Infants 
In  the  first  year  of  life,  seven  of  these  during  the  first  month  after  birth. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  diseases  was  small,  as  1962  was  one  of  the  years 
comparatively  free  from  measles  cases.  This  was  the  tenth  successive  year  In  which 
Darlaston  was  free  from  diphtheria,  and  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during 
the  year.  In  the  early  part  of  1962  a smallpox  case  attended  a Darlaston  cinema. 

The  audience  comprised  1,420  persons,  all  of  whom  were  Immigrants.  A description  of 
the  oocurance  and  a short  summary  of  the  precautions  taken  is  given  in  the  report. 
Fortunately  there  wore  no  secondary  cases,  and  a high  proportion  of  the  population  was 
vaccinated  against  smallpox. 

During  the  year  the  very  high  standard  of  meat  Inspection  was  again  maintained 
by  the  constant  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  yourselves  and  to  the  Chief  Officers  of  other 
departments  for  their  co-operation  and  help.  My  thanks  are  especially  due  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  very  valuable  help  they 
have  given  mo  on  numerous  occasions.  Finally,  I thank  Mr.  Meredith  and  all  members 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  help  at  all  times,  and  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report.

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Green,  Manager  of  tho  Darlaston  Branch  of  tho  Ministry  of  Labour 
for  the  following  roport:- 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  tho  country,  tho  Icvol  of  employment  in  Darlaston  during 
1962  fell  to  some  oxtent.  Tho  number  of  unemployed  in  January  1962  was  119  wholly 
unemployed  and  18  short  time  workers.  By  December  1962  these  figures  had  risen  to 
205  wholly  unemployed  and  33  short  time  workers.  This  represented  a percentage  of 
unemployment  of  about  2%  which  was  well  bolow  tho  National  figure  despite  the  fact  that 
the  numbers  of  unemployed  in  Darlaston  had  nearly  doubled  during  tho  yoar. 

Local  firms  continued  to  avoid  any  largo  redundancies  by  tho  rodcploymont  of 
labour  and  tho  curtailment  of  overtime.  A fow  firms  had  periods  of  short  time  working, 
generally  4 days  per  wook,  but  in  no  instance  wore  those  sustained  for  a long  time  and 
tho  numbers  involved  wero  small. 

Tho  number  of  insured  workers  employed  in  tho  area  in  Juno  1962  was  approximately 
17,700,  a decrease  of  300  during  tho  year. 

The  number  of  vacancies  notified  during  the  year  was  smaller  than  in  1961,  and 
consequently  tho  .number  of  workers  placed  in  omploymont  was  fewer.  The  total  number 
placed  in  1962  was  345  compared  with  497  in  1961. 

Industrial  relations  betwoon  employers  and  workers  continued  to  bo  good  and  thoro 
woro  no  serious  industrial  disputes. 

It  is  considered  that  in  tho  circumstances  tho  omploymont  position  in  Darlaston 
comparod  favourably  with  other  areas.

PIPHIHERIA; 

This  is  the  tcn!ih  suc:oossivo  yoar  fr-Gc  from  diphtheria.  It  is  still  necessary 
to  continue  the  im.Tiunisation  against  this  very  serious  disease, 

SCARLET  FP/ER: 

Nine  eases  were  reported  to  mo,  Tho  disease  was  mild,  and  recovery  uneventful. 
DYSENTERY: 

Frve  cases  were  reported,  all  of  which  were  mild,. 

WHOOPING  COUGH: 

Fourteen  eases  were  reported,  seven  boys  and  seven  girls.  Eight  of  tho  eases  were 
under  5 yoai's.  This  disease  is  still  a problem,  and  the  after  effects  are  still  serious. 
Althoi.'ch  r.mm-inisaiion  docs  not  give  complete  protection  it  does  give  a substantial  degree 
of  protection  against  this  serious  eiscasoo 

TEASL^

PNEU“10NIA:

TUBERCULOSIS: 

Eighteen  cases  pf  PLl.moiiary  Tuberculosis  and  four  eases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  curing  tho  yea:'.  This  is  still  a problem,  especially  among  tho  Midlands, 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA: 

No  cases  notiflc;d  during  fho  yoar. 

ANTEPTOR  POLiaiYELITlS: 

No  eases  reported  during  tho  yoar. 
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SMALLPOX  IN  THE  WEST  MIDLANDS; 

Tho  main  occurronco  In  Darlaston  was  the  attcndanco  In  a cinema  by  a person 
suffering  from  smallpojc,  at  its  most  highly  infectious  stage.  Tho  film  shown  was 
Indian,  and  was  attendod  only  by  Indians  and  Pakistanis.  , This  was  a mixed 
advantage  because  although  it  was  possible  to  obtain  a list  of  addrossos  to  which 
advertising  literature  had  boon  sent,  the  language  barrier  proved  most  difficult. 

At  least  nino  dialects  wore  found,  although  Interprotors  were  found  to  cover  tho 
three  main  languages,  there  was  always  some  doubt  as  to  tho  amount  of  moaning 
lost  in  Intcrprotation.  Tho  cinema  audience  was  found  to  comprise  1,429  persons. 
Details  of  vaccination,  status  of  staff,  cleaning  arrangemonts  and  seating 
arrangements  wore  Immodlatoly  obtained.  Immediate  disinfection  arrangements  were 
carried  out.  The  cinema  w.as  not  closed,  but  in  fact  the  management  stopped  tho 
films  on  their  own  initiative  for  a time.  A list  of  all  addresses  to  which 
advertisements  of  the  film'wero  sent,  was  classified  under  the  various  local 
authorities.  These  authorities  wore  notified,  and  in  addition  a short  factual 
advisory  letter  in  four  languages  was  printed  and  despatched  to  all  tho  addresses 
involved,  Tho  local  authorities  whore  possible  contacts  resided  woro  Immodlatoly 
informed  by  telephone,  Goncral  practitioners  woro  informed  and  arrangements' made 
for  tho  .vaccination  of  cinema  contacts.  Dally  surveillance  of  all  addressee  in 
the  Darlaston  district  was  Immediately  instituted.  Interpreters  woro  available 
from  time  to  time  to  carry  out  this  survolllanco,  which  was  continued  for  21  days. 

The  investigation  was  hampered  by  constant  telephoning,  tho  national  press 
and  members  of  the  public  woro  tho  main  culprits.  With  better  reasons  inquiries 
also  came  in  at  this  time  from  general  practitioners,  hairdressers  associations, 
baths  managers,  factory  managements  and  medical  personnel .Ministries  of  Pensions 
and  National  Insurance,  trades  unions,  and  some  members  of  tho  public. 

Plans  were  set  in  motion  for  action  in  the  event  of  further  cases.  This 
involved  preparation  of  vehicle  for  the  carrying  of  Infoctod  materials,  prior  warning 
of  personnel  operating  tho  vehicle,  tho  issue'  of  protective  clothing  and  clothing 
covers.,  preparation  of  stoam  disinfector,  and  arrangemonts  for  tho  uso  of  hall  as 
a vaccination  centre. 

Numerous  suspects  were  reported,  examined,  and  followed  up,  but  fortunately  no 
further  eases  developed. 

As  our  own  situation  in  Darlaston  was  coming  under  control,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Tipton  contacted  smallpox,  and  I was  called  on  to  deal  with  a problem 
of  similar  dimensions  there.  Again  the  winds  blew  fair,  and  no  further  eases  arose 
at  Tipton.

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SECTION  C, 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Martin  Street,  Stafford,  deals  with  any 
bacteriological  or  bio-chemical  investigation  of  disease  found  to  be  necessary. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  HOSPITALS: 

Admission  to  these  hospitals  is  arranged  through  tl^e  Public  Health  Department, 
or  in  emergency,  on  application  by  the  General  Practitioner  dii^ect  td  the  hospital. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE; 

Treatment  can  be  obtained  either  at  the  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall,  or  the  Royal 
Hospital,  I’Jolverhampton. 

GENERAL  HOSPITALS: 

Admission  is  arranged  by  the  General  Practitioner  direct  with  the  hospital. 
MATERNITY  HOSPITAL: 

The  patient's  doctor  arranges  admission  as  necessary  on  medical  grounds.  If 
admission  on  any  other  grounds  is  thought  desirable,  application  should  be  made  to 
the  Jane  Mills  Institute,  Rectory  Avenue^  Darlaston,  or  the  Bentley  Ante-Natal 
Clinic,  Churchill  Road,  Bentley.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


VJater  Supply: 

The  main  part  of  Darlaston's  water  supply  comes  from  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company,  and  the  remainder. is  supplied  by  the  Wolverhampton  Water 
Undertaking.  Regular  samples  were  taken  during  tho  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity, 

I am  indebted  to  R.H. Taylor  Esq. ,B.Sc, ,M.I.C. E. , Engineer  in  Chief,  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  for  the  following  report:- 

1,  The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  of  Darlaston  has  been  satisfactory 
in  both  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  groups  of  pumping  stations  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Cannock  and  Lichfield  and  from  surface  sources  outside  the  Urban  District, 


3,  Water  from  all  sources  is  examined  regularly  both  chemically  and  bacterlologlcally 
and,  where  treatment  is  practised,  both  before  and  after  treatment, 

4,  During  1962,  101  of  the  103  samples  taken  from  two  of  the  pumping  stations,  from 
which  a largo  proportion  of  tho  water  normally  supplied  is  obtained,  were  free 
from  all  types  of  collform  bacteria, 

5,  Regular  monthly  samples  are  examined  from  the  Watermans  house  in  Slater  Street, 
Darlaston,  where  12  out  of  14  samples  examined  were  free  from  collform  bacteria. 
These  samples  were  also  examined  chemically,  and  tho  average  results  for  1962

The  wator  is  not  liable  to  plumbo— solvency , tho  14  samples  from  the  Waterman's 
house  being  free  from  any  detectable  quantity  of  lead.

SBVAGE  WORKS: 

I am  grateful  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  following  information. 

"Capacity  of  the  Darlaston  Sewage  Works  is  for  a population  of  21,000 
producing  25  gallons  of  sewerage  per  head  per  day  which  is  a total  dry  weather 
flow  of  525,000  gallons  per  day. 

No  adjustments  to  the  workings  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  general  position  has  not  improved  during  the  past  12  months  and 
negotiations  are  still  proceeding  to  allow  the  diversion  of  flow  from  James 
Bridge  area  Into  the  Walsall  system.  Arrangements  are  also  being  made  with 
the  County  Borough  of  Walsall  for  a closer  control  of  trade  wastes  and  also 
for  chemical  analyses  to  be  taken  in  the  Sewage  Works  so  that  measures  to 
Improve  the  quality  of  effluent  may  be  determined. 


PUBLIC  BATHS: 

The  building  is  of  modern  design  and  construction,  by  virtue  of  which  it 
compares  favourably  with  any  in  the  Midlands. 

Full  provision  is  made  for  filtering,  heating,  and  sterilising  the  133,000 
gallons  of  water  contained  in  the  swimming  pool.  The  source  of  the  water  is  the 
South  Staffordshire  Waterworks,  and  there  is  a four  hour  turnover  of  the  full  pool. 
Sterilisation  is  by  break  point  chlorination,  and  in  addition  to  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  carried  out  at  the  County  and  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Stafford,  there  are  frequent  checks  on  the  chlorination  each  day. 

Slipper  and  shower  baths  are  available,  and  afford  a useful  service, 
being  used  regularly  by  people  whose  accommodation  lacks  those  facilities. 

Bacteriological  examination  showed  no  collform  bacilli  per  100  ml. 

Chemical  analyses  were  equally  satisfactory. 

Water  sampling  is  carried  out  by  this  department  at  Intervals  during  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles,  and  ContlGmon, 

During  the  year  It  was  possible  to  doal  with  a larger 
number  of  unfit  houses  than  usual,  thanks  to  a full  staff  of  Inspectors  for  tho  greater 
part  of  the  year,  and  In  spite  of  a continuing  high  rate  of  slaughtering  with  its 
resulting  demands  for  time  and  effort  on  meat  inspection.  Another  aspect  of 

environmental  hygiene  which  received  attention  was  factory  inspection,  a detailed  survey 
of  practically  every  factory  in  tho  town  having  taken  place,  covering  such  matters  as 
health  and  comfort,  canteens,  furnaces,  and  kindred  equipment. 

The  control  of  atmospheric  pollution  was  again, 
unfortunately,  limited  to  industrial  promises.  A considerable  improvement  was  achiG>?ed 
at  a local  foundry  by  the  erection  of  a 200  foot  stack  to  disperse  products  of  combustion, 
but  the  overall  pollution  from  this  source  remains  at  far  too  high  a level.  The  search 
for  a satisfactory  solution  to  this  problem  is  constant,  but  the  combination  of  technical 
and  financial  considerations  appear  to  conspire  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act  In  this  particular  aspect. 

Difficulties  encountered  in  the  tracing  of  contacts 
of  a case  of  smallpox  which  occurred  early  in  the  year  are  an  Indication  of  the  greater 
difficulties  which  will  occur  when  the  regulations  relating  to  houses  in  multiple 
occupation  are  enforced.  Preliminary  inspections  showed  that  the  regulations  will 
require  great  patience  and  perseverance  if  they  are  to  be  properly  enforced. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Members  of  the  Council,  and  the  Chief  Officers 
of  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

MORTUARY: 

The  mortuary  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  .Hall,  and  contains  a three 
body  chilled  cabinet,  and  facilities-  for'  post  mortem  examinations. 

During  the  year  19  bodies  were  received  into  the  mortuary  and  a post  mortem 
examination  was  carried  out  in  each  case. 
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MOVEABLE  SELLINGS: 

There  are  no  caravan  sites  within  the  district.  Itinerant  caravan  travellers 
are  actively  discouraged  on  the  grounds  of  their  habits,  which  are  both  insanitary 
and  untidy.  Verges  and  waste  land  used  by  such  caravan  dwellers  are  rapidly 
littered  with  empty  tins,  bottles,  and  any  rags  or  scrap  collected  but  found  ■ 
to  be  valueless.  Sanitary  arrangements  are  non-existent,  and  adjoining  ground 
is  fouled.  Nearby  houses  are  disturbed  by  frequent  requests  for  water  and  other 
commodities,  and  householders  who  refuse  such  requests  are  frequently  subjected  to 
abuse.  In  many  cases  there  are  several  children  in  the  caravans,  whose 
environment  holds  little  hope  of  education  or  the  development  of  a different 
outlook. 

If  this  type  of  existence  is  to  bo  allowed  to  continue,  then  suitable 
sites  will  have  to  be  provided,  affording  basic  amenities  and  possibly  trading 
facilities.  If  not,  then  some  system  of  licensing  caravans  on  a similar  basis 
to  other  road  vehicles,  with  prior  approval  requirements  as  to  sites  should  be 
evolved.  In  the  meantime,  time  and  money  is  wasted  and  a great  deal  of  unnecessary 
unpleasantness  is  caused  by  having -to  move  caravans  on  at  frequent  Intervals, 

During  the  year  over  40  caravans  were  moved.  The  co-operation  of  the  police 
is  of  the  utmost  value  in  this  respect  and  their  assistance  is  acknowledged. 

T'le  Pinfold  Street  fairground  is  used  as  winter  quarters  by  members  of  the 
Showmen’s  Guild.  A small  number  of  complaints  arc  received  but  these  are 
promptly  dealt  with  by  the  owners  of  the  land,  in  conjunction  with  members  of 
the  guild.  Prior  to  establishing  winter  quarters  a joint  discussion  is  hold 
on  the  site  and  a suitable  lay-out  is  agreed.

Tho  rate  of  slaughtering  was  maintained  at  a high  level,  and  once  again 
almost  twice  as  many  animals  wore  slaughtered  as  were  required  for  local  consumption. 

All  meat  arid  offal  was  inspected,  ^nd  the  equivalent  time  of  one  Inspector  was 
devoted  to  moat  inspection.  In  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of 
moat  condemned,  and  in  the  amount  of  moat  treated  by  freezing.  There  is  however, 
a definite  trend'  away  from  the  conditions  formerly  encountered,  and  in  particular, 
the  striking  red.uction  in  bovine  tuberculosis,  shows  tho  value  of  the  field  work 
carried  out  by  tho  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food.  As  other  acute 
infectious  diseases  of  animals  are  overcome,  tho  wastage  due  to  parasitic  conditions 
must  attract  attention  oven  if  only  from  an  economic  viewpoint. 

In  September  I had  the  honour  of  being  invited  to  present  a paper  to  tho  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  The  paper  was  entitled 
"Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection  - a statistical  review".  The  main  conclusions 
drawn  were  the  tremendous  improvement  in,  combined  with  a reduction  of,  private 
slaughterhouses  as  a result  of  the  cnf«rccmont  by  the  public  health  Inspector  of 
the  1958  legislation;  tho  number  of  authorities  whore  lOO^o  moat  inspection  is  not 
achieved  despite  all  the  efforts  of  the  public  health  inspectors;  and  finally 
the  inescapable  conclusion  that  the  policy  of  moderate  concentration  of  slaughtering 
facilities  would  have  improved  both  the  hygiene  of  slaughtering  and  facilitated  tho 
achieving  of  moat  inspection.

This  food  mainly  comprises  tho  larger  tins  of  cooked  moats,  and  is  surrendered 
voluntarily  against  a certificate  of  unfitness. 

DISPOSAL  OF  UNFIT  FOOD: 

Tinned  goods  which  aro  not  suitable  for  disposal  by  burning  are  transported 
tt  tho  Town  Hall  Yard  where  a workman  smashes  tho  tins  to  render  tho  contents  unusable, 

Tho  resultant  articles  arc  then  conveyed  to  the  Council's  controlled  tip  whero  they  are 
dopositod  at  tho  base  of  tho  working  faco  and  the  day's  refuse  deposited  on  top  and 
consolidated  to  ensure  there  is  no  nuisance  from  fly  brooding  or  smells  and  no  opportunity 
given  for  rats  to  food  on  this  food. 

Items  suitable  for  burning  aro  destroyed  in  tho  Council's  incinerator. 

Tho  bulk  of  tho  unfit  moat  from  tho  si aughterhousos is  stained  with  a special  groon 
dyo  boforo  removal  to  a llconsod  processing  factory  in  an  adjoining  Authority.  Every 
precaution  is  taken  to  regulate  tho  handling  of  unfit  food  to  ensure  that  it  is  not  diverted 
from  tho  proper  channels,  Thoro  exists  a vory  high  dogroo  of  co-operation  between  tho 
traders  in  the  town  and  tho  staff  of  tho  Health  Department,  which  ensures  adequate  disposal 
of  iny  unfit  food.
